LONDON, O ct 19.—A prest fleet of 
Germany's latest type of war vessel, 
whose puns outrange both those of 
the Russian battle fleet and shore bat­ 
teries, appeared today to have trapped 
a score or more of Russian fighting 
vestals in the waters just adjacent to 
the Gulf of Riga. 
Berlin claimed to

Not only do the Germans now con­ 
trol Oesei and Dago islands, but tney 
have apparently seized also the Island 
of Moon, thus occupying all of the

FTom these, as bases. 
it was believed here today Germany 
plans a powerful naval campaign to 
bottle up the entire Russian fleet in 
the Gulf of Finland, or, further than 
that, 
a 
powerful

offensive 
against Viborg, Revel, Cronstadt and 
Petrograd itself. 
Such a naval offen­ 
sive against the Russian capital has 
been preparing for months. 
All Petrograd dispatches 
received 
here have emphasized that the Ger­ 
man fleet has convoyed but very few 
troops, if any. Presumably the invad­ 
ing force on Oesel, Dago and 
Moon 
islands was of sailors. Germany can­ 
not now «*pare a single man from any 
battle front for the Russian campaign 
1 and this was a factor which encour­ 
aged observers here to optimism.

LONDON, Oct. 19.—Germany today 
is pouring vast amounts of money into 
neutral countries for propaganda de­ 
signed to sway public opinion. Accord­ 
ing to authoritative information, her 
expenditures for this work will total 
more than 980,000,000 on the present 
scale of lavishness. 
Much of the money is spent in sub­ 
sidizing and influencing newspapers. 
In a number of cases Germans bought 
newspapers outright 
and 
managed 
them from behind the scenes. 
Large 
amounts are also being paid agents 
to keep peace agitation going. 
It was learned today that on one oc­ 
casion the German minister to Mexico, 
Von Eckhardt, subsidized a Mexican 
newspaper by furnishing it news print 
of! paper and securing for it tolls free the 
German communique and other "Ger­ 
man made news.” 
In return, this newspaper was to 
feature the German communique on 
the first page ana to bury the allied

ARGENTINE R. R. 
OPERATE AFTER 
24 DAY TIE-UP

BUENOS AIRES, Oct. 19.—For the 
first time in twenty-four days some 
trains were running in Argentina to­ 
day, marking the government’s suc­ 
cessful step in combatting the general 
strike. 
Ail those in operation today 
were under strong military guard. 
Even if the present paralysis of bus­ 
iness ou account of the strike is ameli­ 
orated. leaders predict another similar 
movement about the first of the year 
Presumably the government, having 
started trains running, will now turn 
its attention to other industries tied 
up by the strike.

Going A fter It 
Ii. S. McKee, a well known Los An 
geles banker, president of the Iajs An 
geles Liberty Loan Committee, and R 
ii. Moulton, a bond dealer, head of the 
sales department of the Liberty Loan, 
declared that Southern California must 
take its quota of the bonds. 
"We know that the bond issue wil> 
be subscribed.” declared they, 
"and 
the question for us and for you to de 
ride is whether or not Southern Cali 
fornia and our respective counties are 
going to fall short of our quotas.” 
"Southern California's quota is $42, 
000.000," said McKee, 
"and 
Orange 
County’s is $1,432,000.” 
McKee said that the Los Angeles 
banks have all agreed to loan money 
at four per cent for four months to 
men who want to buy bonds. 
This is 
particularly designed for men of means 
who have their money tied up but who 
have big credit at the banks, In add! 
tion to that special arrangem ent with 
payments are made with customers. 
who want to take out small bonds but 
who have not the money on hand with 
which to buy. 
After the Big Ones 
McKee and Moulton said that Los 
Angeles has concluded that it cannot 
raise its quota unless it goes out after 
big subscriptions. 
Yesterday 150 men 
organized, and they are not going to 
ask any man with whom they deal for 
less than $10,000 subscriptions. 
They 
are going to make up their minds what 
a man ought to buy, and they are go 
ing to get it from him if it is possible 
to do so. 
They propose to draft the 
man s credit at a hank, if he basil I 
the ready cash. 
"You ought to do the same thing in 
this county,” said Moulton. 
“In tile 
last campaign Southern California lost 
many 
big subscriptions th at 
went 
through San Francisco, Denver, Chi­ 
cago and New York. 
Theie is one 
man from this county who ought to 
make a big subscription through Or 
ange County, for in this county upon 
his thousands of acres were grown a 
lot of beans that are high in price on 
account of the war. 
Your sugar com­ 
panies ought to subscribe through your 
local committees.” 
Banks Ars Loyal 
That the banks of tile county are 
loyal was shown when several of the 
bankers present 
stated 
that 
their 
banks were already carrying custom­ 
ers In order that they might buy Lib­ 
erty Bonds. 
A. J. Crookshank, presi­ 
dent of the First National 
of 
Santa 
Ana, made the motion that it be the 
sense of the bankers that customers 
borrowing money to buy bonds of over 
$100 be loaned the money at four per 
cent for four mouths, and that for the 
small bonds ten per cent payments be 
arranged. 
This was seconded by sev­ 
eral of the bankers, and the motion 
carried unanimously.

WASHINGTON. Ort. 19—Germany’s 
giant pirate IT boats are now robbing 
food ships of their cargoes, 
stowing 
these aboard the submarine hold and 
then sinking the unfortunate victims 
spurlos versenkt. 
That is the newest development of 
ruthless undersea warfare, according 
to confidential embassy reports today. 
Using now 1500 vessels in |>airs, the 
Germans are operating off the beaten 
track, 
apimrently 
several 
hundred 
miles outside the old danger line zone 
around Great Britain aud France. 
The newer U-boats are sufficiently 
large to permit a large portion of a 
captured cargo being taken on board. 
Because of this capacity,

loath to ship out cargoes for European 
[airts. 
This also explains why mer­ 
chant ships now require heavy con­ 
voys for protection. 
these convoys are causing much of 
the apparent difficulty Germany and

The two mutinies ie- 
ported yesterday indicate Teuton sea­ 
men, despite iron discipline, are un­ 
nerved by the anti-submarine work of 
the allies and America.

THE NEW CRUSADE 


White Ribboners to Organ­ 
ize Into Army of Earnest 
Workers In U. S. 


CALL TO THE COLORS 


(By M n. Julia Garrison) 
The W oman’s Christian Tem perance 
Union Is Inaugurating a new crusade. 
It Is a crusade for members. They are 
to organize in companies, regiments, 
brigades, divisions and "co forth, 'l ite 
W . C. T. U. officers who will command 
this new army of women are to be lieu­ 
tenants, captains, majors, 
genera's. 
etc., according to military usage. 
In 
addition to the 500,000 already enrolled 
they hone to have the num ber a mil­ 
lion within the next twelve months. 
If the scope and magnitude of the ac­ 
tivities of this great body f it organ­ 
ized motherhood was 
clearly 
under­ 
stood by women generally there would 
be less chance of failure to carry out 
this plan. 
It may not be amiss in this 
place to give a little bit of the origin 
and history of the movement that the 
uppeal for new members m,ay meet 
cordial response. 
T he 
permanent 
organization 
was 
first formed at Cleveland. Ohio, in No­ 
vember, 1874, by the "Crusaders,” who 
had started the “ whisky war" which 
was conducted by hands of women 
m arching into saloons, 
singing 
and 
praying and exhorting saloonkeepers 
to quit the business. 
The movement 
spread like wild fire and hundreds of I 
unto me." 
saloons closed their doors and poured 
their liquors in the streets. The timid 
women became emboldened by success 
and determined to unite for the protec­ 
tion of their homes against the rav­ 
ages of the liquor business. 
In a lit­ 
tle book entitled “Do Everything,” by 
the beloved Frances E. Willard, this 
account is given of naming the organ­ 
ization: 
W hen the women of the Crusade met 
in 1814, they determined to organize 
their work in a systematic and perma­ 
nent manner.

the rescue was Protestant. Catholic, 
or a member of no church whatever.

Out of the remaining fourteen, five 
men were told that they would be ex­ 
empted, two men failed to appear for 
the hearing and seven case** were left 
in abeyance for further investigation. 
It wa® with a desire for the utmost 
fairness that the district appeal board 
re-opened seven cases in which Colonel 
Ed Fletcher of San Diego had recom­ 
mended discharges 
While differences 
of opinion seem to have arisen upon 
the appeal board, the determination of 
its members to do justice has been 
Indicated in the hearings here. 
With the appeal board having be­ 
tween f>0t)0 and 6000 cases to hear in­ 
stead of between 400 aud .TOO, as the 
government thought likely, every case 
in which doubt has arisen has been 
re-opened for further hearing. 
It was with expressions of a sin­ 
cere desire to get at the real facts in 
each case that Colonel Fletcher called 
for hearing seven cases that had pre­ 
viously been heard by him.
